What Money Spent for Liquor 
Would Pay For. 

“The prohibition movement is hold- 
ing in check any marked increase. in 
the ‘ise of alcoholic beverages,’’ is 
the opinion of the American grdcer 
as quoted in the Waco (Tex.) “News. 
In placing tke drink- bill’ of the 
United States at $1,724,607,519, how. 
ever, it enumerates some of the bene- 
fits that might ‘be secured if this 
vast sum which ‘‘is spent annially 
for crime, insanity, sorrow and woe, 
for poverty and disease, for degra- 


legitimate channels. It says : 

“Seventeen hundred millions sperit 
annually for drink—a sum sufficient 
tc pay interest, and sinking fund. on 
the amount necessary to buy comr 
fortable homes for nearly nine mil- 
lion families. 

‘A sum sufficient to buy a suit of 
clothes for every man and boy and a 
dress for every woman and girl in 
the United States, with enough left 
over to buy a pair of shoes for 
everybody. 


“Tf the money spent for drink were 
spent for homes tenancy would dis- 
appear in the United State’ within 
one generation. 

“Tf it were spent me education 
every child in the country would re- 
ceive a college education. 

“Tf it were spent for automobiles, 
every family in the country would 
own a car before 1924. 
> “If it were spent for religion, it 
would within less than a decade 
carry the Gospel to every ‘living 
creature. 

“If it were speit for railroads, it 
would buy every mile of railroad in 
the United States in ten years. 

“If it were spent for government, 
it would pay all the expenses of the 
United States, with enough left over 
to pay the bonded debt of all the 
states of the Union.’’ 


Prohibition Lowers the 
Tax Rate. 

A bulletin .recently issued by the 
census bureau gives financial statis- 
tics of all cities having a. population 
of 30,000 or over, and strikingly re- 
futes the statement that prohibition 
inepgases taxes. 

Comparison of the twenty-four cit- 
ies between 45,000 and 60,000 in 
population embraces the Kansas 
cities of Topeka and Wichita. These 
two cities are the only ones in this 
group which are located in prohibi- 
tion states. Wichita has 59,222 
population and Topeka 45,478. While 
the average tax rate in the twenty- 
two wet cities of this group is $19.28 
per thousand of assessed valuation, 
the tax rate of Wichita is only 
$15.50, while that, of Topeka is given 
in the bulletin as $13.10. The cur- 
rent tax rate in, Topeka, however, 
including city, county and state, is 
but $10.50.

British Officer Back From 
Front Very 'y Optimistic 


Germans Will Be Driven Out 


of France and Belgium Soon 


Escaped Prisoner Tells Strong Story 
of Inhuman Treatment by Germans 


London, December 24.—A British 
oftiver returning yesterday from the 
front thus summed up the position : 

“I cannot give details, but can 
say this: We are on the ew of‘driv- 
ing the Germans out of northern 
France and Belgium. Our fositions 
have never been better since the be- 
ginning of ‘the war. Great news 
and good news may™~ be expected 
soon.”’ 

This is confirmed by every item of 
information coming from the front. 
There are many signs which  indi- 
cate, however, that the Germans are 
preparing a strong counter mave, 
possibly in the Alsace region, where 
they are pouring in fresh mon and 
making the Lospitals ready to deal 
with large numbers of wounded. 

“TI do not think the war will be a 
long one,” says-a British chaplain 
from a German city, who has _ re- 
cently returned after 23 years there. 
“Your German is ready for any 
amount of bluster when he is win- 
ning, but at heart he is a coward, 
and when he finds things are gcing 
against him he will beg for mercy. 

“Prussia is almost as much hated 
as we aro by the other German stat- 
es and when it becomes known that 
Prussian militarism has failed there 
will be a great reaction.” 

Private O'Sullivan, of the Fifth 
Dragoon Guards, tells in the Times 
how the Germans freat prisoners. 
He was captured on the morning of 
November 25, with seven othons, 
east of Ypres. Snow was thick on 
the groundand the wind was bitterly 
cold. The Germans stripped them of 
tkeir clothes with the exeeption of 
one thin shirt and marched them out 
into tke open field, under sentries, 
and kept them there for fifteen 
hours. Barefooted and- practically 
naked, five escaped that night. 
O’Sullivan is now in tho hospital at 
Broadstairs with both feot frost bit- 
tom as a result of the oxposure,

ment to take drastic action to com- 
pel these men to attend to their 
duties. | 

“The question has been before the 
cabinet officially, and it was thought 
that action might be taken in time 
to prevent civil servants takiog part’ 
in the forthcoming elections; how- | 
ever, the elections are so near that 
it was considered advisable to let, 
tke :natter stand until the January 
elections are over, and serve notice 
early next year. 

“The order will apply to both the 
inside service and the outside  ser- 
vice. The abuses have been very 
noticeable at Ottawa and other large 
Cities, but there are instances of it 
from coast to coast. 

“The reason why civil servants 
who carn less than $500 are to be 
allowed to take a place on municipal , 
councils and school boards is that, 
these are not regarded as civil ser-1 
vants proper; that, is, they are not 
dependent upon their ‘government 
positions for the livelihood. 

‘It is understood that the govern- 
mentin taking this action will have 
the support of the opposition. The 
metkod of procedure in laying down 
the new regulations will probably be 
by order-in-coungil.”’ i

One critic. takes the line that the 
football -authorities are to blame for 
keeping the Cup matches going, al- 
luring players from their duty by fat 
wages, and the spectators by selfish 
pleasure. These are hard words, and 
not a credit to the man who used 
them. Contracts between clubs, and 
players ‘for the 1914-15 season were 
made months’ before war was thought 
about, and ‘in no one case has a 
player been refused_ permission to 
go to the front, and it is estimated 
that 100,000 players and supporters 
have joined the colors. What would 
he gained by closing down football? 
The average supporter of the game 
starts work each day at 6 p.m., fin- 
ishing at'6 p.m., except on Satur- 
day, when he finishes at 1 p.m This 
gives him Saturday afternoon for 
health and pleasure, and he spends 
his few hours of sunshine in the: open 
air at the football match. Take that 
bit of pleasure from him, and what 
has he got left—an afternoon’s drink- 
ing at the public house. Has. not 
the average working man of England 
done his duty as a volunteer? For 
the answer read the. numbers that 
have flocked “to the colors. Taking 
a man’s only pleasure from Fim will 
not make him enlist. Neither should 
a man be forced into the army, and 
then called a volunteer. When the 
public feel that football, or any 
other sport,-is a detriment to the 
war, they will not saprort it, and 
the authorities are wise in rot 
paying attention to cranks. A sol- 
dier’s letter on the subject is worth 
reading, in the Athletic News: 


WHAT SOLDIERS SAY. 

We have received so many appli- 
cations from soldiers with tke’ Expe- 
ditienary Force and the sailors in 
the North Sea,* that we have offered 
to supply the alithcritigs with a 
large supply of this paper for free 
distribution among the ranks. 

Private Fiske, of the Norfolk Regi- 
ment, the ex-goalkeeper of Black- 
pool, and a signed player for Not- 
tingham Forest, writes us as fol- 
lows from the front :— 

“T have read with interest your 
notes on the players’ wages and the 
noble game of football. I can’ as- 
sure you, no matter whether our 
reginsent is fighting or resting, the 
men are all talking about their 
favorite teams, and are as_ delighted 
as if they were’at home to know 
how their teams are going on. I 
have the Athletic News from home 
nearly every week, but we _ don't 
get it until a fortnight later. I am 
the only one who has it sent in my 
regiment, and you cught to sce the 
boys crowding round me for the news 
and rolling up to borrow it. There 
isn’t mach left of it after they have 
read it. It checrs one up. 

“T am glad the big clubs are help- 
ing the little ones. Everyone cannot 
go to the front, and there should be 
amusement for the people at home. 
in
